the Report had been produced. Tho Hon. 
B, Layton did venture to dsk whoro the

tioned by the President (the“Hon, the 
Colonial Secretary) that there were atill 
some questions pending. Now, the Report 
of a Comusission ought uot to be interfored 
with by.a Governor, or avon a Secretary of 
State, unless there exist the most woighty 
reasons of State for so doing ; and wo fail 
to see that any such reasons can. present 
themselves on this occasion. It may ba 
within the scopo of the. Governor's duties to 
alter or to guppress reports fornished to the 
Government by Heads of Department ; 
although even this course is only pursued 
when the strongest reasons ‘exist. To sup- 
press, to alter, or to change in any way 
whatever, or to delay undaly the public 
ation of a Report touching gol very aearly 
the health and well-being of the Colony, as 
this Report of the Fever Commission rust 
do, is a proceeding which is opposed to tho 
apirit of good government and of fair-play. 

There can have beeo no good’ reasons for 
following such a course as that of suppres: 
sing a report of so great: importance to the 
Coloay. Nothing can justify any alteration 
in its wording, and to our mind this can bo 
the only meaning of the questions that ure 

ssidto be pending, The’ unofiicial Mem-

Tue comarks made: by H. E. the Governor 
upon tho question of Gambling, and aa to, 
who are the porsons who ought to bo pun- 
ished, are very acnsiblo and, so far, well 
pointed. He deplored the fact. that the 
dupes of the keepers of gambling-houaes 
are usually imprisonad, whilo the keepers 
themselves, who are alinost invariably able 
to pay the fines imposed, ato allowed to go 
free. {fn ordor to provont this sorious in- 
justice, the new Ordinance enacts that tho 
keepers of gambling houses shall bo pun- 
ished by imprisonmont with hard labour 


ant and porfectly obvious reasons. Tho’ 
punishment: of offenders by inflicting fines 
such as thero isa probability of thoir 
paying in proforence to going to -prison 
is ‘undoubtedly the most. expoditious 
and most cconomial methed of dealing 
with the porpotratora of thoto minor” 
offences which form the great bulk of the 
cages coming before tha Police Magistrates, 
and it is-after all the method which the law 
intenda should be generally uscd. But it 
must be remombored that what toa Eur. 
opean of tho most limited means would bo 
@ moderate fine, is to one, of the common 
class of the Chincso population o fine which 
there ia no .possibility of his boing ablo to 


without the option of fino, This is. pre- 
eminently just, but it doos not ‘go far 
enough, Woe have for yours advocated that 
the owner-of o house that is used aa a gam- 
bling house, or that has boen shown to 
have bean so used more than’ onca, should 
bo mado lisblo to a penalty—not, per- 
haps, imprisonment, except in cases of 
frequent conviction —-of a substantial 
kind. This useful law is in force in the 
Straits Settlements, and has boon found to 
work with most’ beneficial offect. It may 
not bo gonorally known that enormous rents 
aro frequontly paid to houso-ownera by these 
keopers of gambling dana Wnocoupicd 
houses, or rather housea which are no 
doubt carefully reported to the Assessing 
Officor as ' unoceupiod ’ are often utilised in 
this way, and sometimes og much as $6 and 
$7 a day for two or threo small roome is 
paid by the keepors. It could not therefore 
be said that an unbearable burden would be 


publicly seen or heard about the Report ; 


imposed upon such house-owners who reap 
a harvest so rich, and who overlook tho 
form of paying any portion, to the Colonial 
Treasury in tha shape of rates. Probably 
tha new  Ordinanca now’ in course of pra- 
paration may embody somo provision 
touching this class of persons ; but we had 
almost assumed, upon first glancing at tho 
remarks of His Excollency, that the punish- 
ment of: this cluss had been provided for in 
the short Ordinancd. As this is not so, 
however, the temporary Ordinance ia rob- 
bed of much of its value; for with the 
oxisting law the Magistrates have been im- 
posing heary fincs on the maaters ond no- 
minsl fines on the moro gamblers ; and with 
the restrictions to tho police arising ont of 
of a recont action it is difficult to. conceive 
how they can readily capture the master of 
a game, who is genorally the first to escape 
penalties, 


Is there any principle which guides our 
Police Magistrates in fixing the amount of 
8 fino, ds un alternative to punishment by 
imprisonment? We venturo to say that it 
is impossible. to discover, from an examina- 
tion of Police Court sentences for any given 
poriod, whothor such a principle, at least in 
any definite and understandable form, 
actually oxists. Oune thing, however, will 
be made tolerably cloar from such a survey, 
and that is that in nine cases out uf ten the 
fine imposed, as compared with the alterna. 


| tive period of incarceration, is absurdly 


high. The great majority of the offenders 
brought before the Magistrates. belong to 
the very poorest class of the population, to 
whom the payment of a fine uf two or thres 
dollars. represents the loss of a month’s 
‘earnings. But this isa fact which seems to 
be seldom, if ever, taken inte consideration 
by tho Magistrates. The fine imposed on 
fs defendants, asa general rule, is abso- 
lutsly beyond’ their mieana, and thus prac- 
tically coases to bo'in any sense an alterna 
tive to the period ofimprisonment. To ask 
aman to do something entirely out of his 
power in order that ho may not have to go 
to prison, is not putting an altornative 
before him. A tradesman whe has hed a 
fight with another, in which the other has 
come off second best, is ordered to pay ten 
dollars or go to prison fora month. Bren 
if he were able to raiso the aum by puttin, 
himself deeply in' debt, is it at all likely 
that he will choose to forfeit. three or four 
months’ wages in order to oseape a poriod 
of confinement and the poor fare of the 
prison,—which fare, by the way, is proba- 
bly not worsy than that to. which ho is 
accustomed every day? Probably the 
highest price he would put on his liberty 
would be three ox four dollars. . There aro, 
doubtless; cases in which it muy rightly be 
considered necessary by tho Magistrate to 
impose a fine of such on amount, as will 
enaure that the’ defendant shall go to pri- 
son; bot as a general rule the fino ought 
soroly tobeareal; ternative, such as ia like- 
ly to be taken advantage of by the prisoner. 
The other day Mr Pollock, ‘in the case of 
a coolie who -was found in possession of a 
tue] and a half of prepared upium, and who 
was charged with unlawfully ratailing the 
drug, imposed a ponalty of 500, with the 
alternutive of. ive months’ imprisonment ! 
This sentence was, of coursa, intonded to 
practically deprive the. defendant of the 
option of a fine; for, however little his 
Worship may ; now - about ‘the financial 
position of the average covlie, he must have 
buon perfectly well aware that this dofand- 


pay. Ono result of the provailing system or 
waut of aystum inthe imposition of finos— 
and by no means a trivial rosult—is the over- 
crowding of the Gaol, His Excellency tho 
Governor, referring to this the, other day, 
romarked that he was atruck on his coming 
to the Colony with the great numbor of 
prisoners in the Gavlia proportion to tha 
number of the population ; and hoscoms to 
have been aubsequontly so much impréssed 
with the necessity of providing* mare room 
for the prisoners that he touk upon himself 
whathecalled—and what unquestionably-was - 
—‘ the serious responsibility ’ of liborating 
prisonera of a certain olass after they had 
suffered a few. days of the period of im- 
prisonmont to which they wero sentenced. 
But the strongost indication of what His 
Excelloncy thinks as to tho inadequacy of 
the Gaol accommodation is found in the 
reference to the subject in his Message on 
Finance. No doubt tho great number of 
prisoners in proportion to tho population is 


due largaly to the constant influx of men - 


of the criminal class from the mainland of 
China ; bat we think it may also be ac- 
Leounted for to some oxtent by the un- 
necessarily largo number of short-sentence 
prisoners who would not ba there had they 
been offered by tho Magistrate the alterna- 
tive:of a reasonable fine, :

Jt has 
applied a species of cdurcion to those coun- 
tries by prescribing that the countries 
acceding to the Conference shall not admit 
to their ports the sugar of non-acceding 
countries, This is clearly right and neces- 
sary, if the principle is catablishod that go- 
vernments must not grant export bounties 
to the detriment of corresponding industries 
among their neighbors, But it remains to 
be soon whether Lord Salisbury can sustain 
himself befora tho English pe le on this 
ground, Tho principle ia firmly fixed in 
British history and polioy that you have no 
righttopcevent, the buyer of an article from 
getting it ay cheaply aa hecan. It makes 
no diffsroneo to those who hold this dactring 
whether the cheapness of sagar in the 
Britiah market is due to ona cause or un- 
other, whether it comes from the increased 
productivity of the beet raat, ar from the 
folly of aforeign government that choosos to 
tax ita own people in order to supply the 
world with sugar below cost. Wo think 
that Lord Salisbury has done a good thing 
in bringing common sense to bear tpon the 
governments of Europe in this matter, but 
we apprehend that he will find it difficult to 
sustain himself in ‘Parliament on such an 
assue.—The Nation.

dividual ownors for the bonofit of other 
peoplo, and the interference of tho Legisla- 
ture in the contracts between’ landlord and 
tenant, are -both impressive ackno~ledg- 
ments that Iand is a very peculiar kind of 
property, with which tho State may take 
peculiar liberties, and it is not surprising 
that the workingmen have taken tho lesson 
to heart, and think that thera is something 
more to be got out of it. Bat what givea 
the land question its importance, both in 
England aud Ireland, is tho fact that it haa 
until now been a monopoly in the hands of 
a small fumber of owners, who were able 
to exact rent for its-use. Rent is, how- 
ever, rapidly disappearing under the com- 
petition of the remotor parts of the globe, 
aud when it haa gone, the land will no 
longer dazzle workingmen or anybody elsa 
in England. What makes thom think its 
nationalization would be be a.good_ thiug 
is tho fact that they have acon the land hith- 
erto supporting in great Juxury aud lei- 
sure a large class besides the enltivators.

Tet ua teach thease red dra- 
gons a lesson in punctuality, There iso 
commercial treaty lying around Inosa in 
Washington—a treaty with Mexico, we be- 
liove—that has been held for considoration 
about four years, and not yet finally acted 
upon. Yet we are going.to teach the world 
that treaties are mada to be approved or 
disapproved aot the drop of the hat. And 
the whole Senate, except a. minority too 
amall to be counted, voted with Stewart of 
Nevada. The Senator who siuned roost 
against tha light was Mr Dawes of Maasa- 
chusetis, the friend of the red-man. The 
Sentor who showed most manliness was Mr 
Gorman of Maryland-—a wonderful see-saw 
indeed, We owe it to Mc Gorman that 
there is atill a chance to save some remnant 
of aclf&-respect cut of this fearful degrad- 
ation.

WITH THE SANITARY BOARD. 
Taurens wos a groat field day in the Sanitary 
Board yesterday afternoon. The much- 
voxed question of tho drainage by-laws, 
which the Board has been trying to solve 
for tho past two montha, was first onthe 
ordorg of the day. Tho original Com- 
mitteo, in the absence of Mr Francis, who 
waa uuequally yoked with them, bad cut 


‘and ‘gpliced at tha two seta of by-laws 


remitted to thom ond had propared a draft 
which was now Inid on the table. This 
third edition of tho by-lawa was a sort of 
hotch-potch of tho original set aud Mr 
Francis’ sot. The plan of division into 
two classes to meet the difference in dealing 
with drains of now hovsea and defective 
draing of old housea was adopted, -but ‘the 
vations sections were but alight modi- 
ficationa of those of the first'‘sot produced, 
with wlithe ambiguity attach.ag to them, 
Mr Francis’ plio of stating in short, elvar 
paragrphs oll that the Ordinanee required 
was too much at varinnce with the Com- 
mittoe's way of proceeding fo meet with 
approval, and many of hiasections woro 
thrown aside on the protext that they were 
morerepetitions ulthe text of the Ordinance. 
Me Francis ‘doubtless realised that tho 
Health Ordinance was tho greatest jumble 
of inconsistencies that great muddler, Mr 
Ackroyd, ever produced, and he wished to 
save, u§ much aa possible, the by-laws of 
the Board from a similar fate ; but vf courso 
Mr Price could not be expected to look 
upon the Ordinance in tha paasing of which 
ho had a large share os one through almost 
every scetion of which a clover lawyer 
might drivo a carriage and pair, Thu Com- 
mittoe not having adopted ‘his way of con- 


structing the sections, My Francis. was rea-’ 


dy tofight them out at the Board. Tha 
reault waa a two houra’ sitting of the Board 
over the first threo sections and frequently 
a general confusion which must have been 
highly amusing to all onlookers. 


Tho fight began over the preamble, which 
MrFrancis declared ambigaous,—the words, 
‘tho proper constriction of new house 
drains in private promises’ ought, ho said, 
to read, ‘the proper construction of 
now house draina ,in new buildings.’ 
As ho has all alung done, he 
pected that the Surveyor Goneral was 
anxious to have power to deal with all 
draing aliko, although the ordiuance gives 
no power to that effect; and he was de- 
tormined to havo no ambiguity. Thu 
consideration of the preamble was left ver, 
bat ho virtually carried his point, for the 
heading of the ‘first clasa of . by-laws, 
instead of being mado only ‘New Drains’ 
wos made ‘New Draina in Now Buildings.» 
The first séction was passed without much 
bother, aslight amendment, or rather dele- 


gua- 


‘tion, proposed by Mr Francis, being unani- 


mously agreod to. Over clanse twa, 
however, the members wrangled for about 
halfan hour, The bone of contention was 
the words ‘ground plan in duplicate.’ 
There was an avident desire on the part-of 
all that owners of small property should not 
bo required to present claborata and custly 
plans, but there was by no means a con- 
sensus of opinion as to how this was to be 
done. Mr Francis’ opinion was that there 
should be o block plan simply giving the 
outline of the building, the couras of the 
drains being indicated by lines aud the 
nature’of the full simply indicated in the 
margin by figures such as‘l in 3,’ Ho 
therofure objected to the phrase requiring 
thats plan must havo ‘4 section or sections 
showing the proposed falls or inclination 
and drawn to the same ecalo and to 5 
vertical acate of not leas than ten feet to 
aninch,’ His desire to avoid expense was 
shared by Mr Edo, but Mr Price and his 
aub-lisutonant, Mr Coopar, whe was called 
in to tha aid of the official side, declared 
that ‘sections’ must boshown. Mr Francis 
mada a rather bad move in.asking Mr 
Cooper whether the section with regard 
toa similar thing in his by-law would nut 
meet the case, .He surely did not think 
that Mr Cooper would admit that any out- 
side by-laws were to be preferred to his 
chief'a. Of course Mr Cooper said Mr 
Francis’ section was unworkable. The 
Board had meantime about lost itself on 
this question of‘ ground plan in duplicate, 
and seamed likely to wander on to the dis- 
cussion of the drainage of the planet Mara 
and tha floods that have recently. taken 
place in that meuiber of the Solar system, 
whoo the Registrar General found a way of 
taking the Board out of the difficulty, or at 
least throwing tho difficulty on io the 
shouldora of the officiala who will have tu 
carry ont the by-lawa. He suggested that 
the word ‘cround’ be omitted, eo that the 
elayse ghduld read simply that a notice 
magt he accompanied by ‘s plan in dupll- 
cate.’ The Board, weary of the discussion, 
accepted this compromise and parsed on to 
section 3, ;

ALLEGED NEGLIGENT STONE- 
BLASTING AT THE PEAK. 

Before Mr Pollack in the Polica Court 
to-day, Tang Tsung. contractor was charged 
at the instance of Police Sergeant Fowler 
with negligently blasting stones noar Piun- 
kett’s Gap, whereby several pieces of stone 
wore projected on to the road there, to the 
danger of people passing along, 
+ Bergeant Fowler said he saw several 
pieces of stone lying on the road, which had 
fallen there in consequence of blasting 


during tha time the Colony was hold by 
force of arms, When the Colony was taken 
possession of by treaty it ceused to exist 
This ‘cloncher’ however did not silence 
the Registrar General, who replied very 
truly that whether it was now legally valid 
or not, it hd hitherto been acted up te. Mr

Mz Orange, Survey r General's Depart- 
ment, said he knew the lot of lond in ques- 


tion, The defendant had a permit from 
the Surveyor General to collect stones on 
tho lot. Two or three weeks ago the do- 
fendant was brought before the other magis- 


trate in eonnection with blasting stanes 
theré, It then appeared to the magistrate 
thot the work was being carried on in a way 
thet might bo dangerous to passengers on 
the road below, and it was sugvested that a 
temporary bamboo bridge should be erected 
outside the public road. This was done at 
witneas's expensa, he being then the owner 
of the Jot iu question, It was intended that 
the part of the public rond closed up would 
serve to collect any stones whioh might roll 
down the hill. It wonld be extremely 
dificult to split the large stones on the lot 
except by. blasting, Blasting was at present 
going on in the same way on Me Pocs- 
necker’s lot within threo feet of a public 
road. The Chinese resorted to blasting 
with oxtreme reluctance, always prefer- 
ting to split the atone by wedging when 
possible.

A TRIP ON THE RAILWAY, 

The Shih-pao hus beon having an outing 
on the Tientsin and T’angshan (Kaiping) 
Railway, and-has managed w throw a good 
deal of enthusiasm into’ the description, 
which extonds over two numbers and is not 
finished. Tho followingis an abstract of 
the first part: - The total distance is, over 
280 li (say 100 miles), On Saturday the 
29th September we were invited by BMessra 
Wa Tivhyung (Ng Tsoi), Wa Nankang, and 
Wang Yaufaug to gacnatrip. There were 
also prosent General Chou Chin Shéng, the 
accountant Lin Yu Mei, and o Director 
Wan An Cheong, and among tho gucsta 
were Ohan Pingshang and Pao Kwanchih. 

_ We atarted at 3.30 a.m. 

Tho first important stopping place waa 
Tangky; there the Company have a branch 
ofice.’ We got there about 10 a.m., having 
travelled 90 li, . 

(The usual proceedings at inturmediate 
stations ura carefully nuted by one who saw 
them for the firat time). 

T‘angku is only 3 or 4 li from Taku, a 


lurge sea-port, aupplying much traffic to 
the railway. We went snd inspectad the 
lofty and extensive railway buildings, and 
friends Hang and Hung gave us.tes. 

After 45 minutes we sturted, and flying 
by|Pet‘ang, Honku, Lu-tai, Tangiang came 
to Hsu-ko Chwang. Here the Company 
have also & branch office, where we had 
another cup of tea. Returning to our car. 
riage we proceeded to Tangshan, getting 
there about 3 p.m. 

Our party wont into the newly-opened 
Hwa t'ai, Uhinese, and Europsan Hotel, 
to rest, “Tho Manager, Sung Hwei t‘ang, 
shewed us round the splendid building, all 
in Burepesn atyle, with all the furniture 
tomatch. It waa hard to belicys that we 
were in a remote country village, 

Mr Lin ordered tea, wine apd visuds— 
the juice of the grape to sip and the extract 
of the poppy to wintl The bust of every- 
thing wasthere. Shanghai, with its carriage 
drives and gardens, cannot beat it. 

After duing justice to the good things we 
went along to the Kaiping Mines, visiting 
Mr‘ Tung King-sing, aud going round his 
house ond gardens. 

These nrines are on an extensive scale 
and all in active work with. the beat 
inachinery, night and day, turning out 
700 or 800 tons or even 1,900 tons uily, 
The eoal is all carried by rail to Hsii Ko 
Chwaug, T’angka or “Tientsin, “The pits 
are 60 or 70 feet and go undor ground: as 
far as 20 or 301i; for they have beca work- 
ed over 10 yoars, : oe
